Resignation was the principal 
expression in her face. Tho counter, 
behind which she stood, waff at ono side. 
extending nearly to a board partition 
div idme the room. Opposite the coun- 
ter were a few boxes, barrels and bas- 
kek some full, but most ot them emp- 
tv. On the shelves along the walls 
were tin and wooden boxes containing 
tea, coilce, spices and Btaroh, and a 
few bottles of bluemg. pangjng m con- 
spicuous places were advertising pla- 
cards. Under one shelf was a long 
wooden box, about the size ol ft coal 
box, but not so deep, divided into two 
parts for Brown and white sugar. Un 
one side of the counter was a small glass 
case, in which wero a -few loaves of 
broad, and adjoining it was a long nar- 
row one, holding cheap candies.

She gave a description of their buildingw, 
that from the chief down to tbe slave, 
hey lived in rude thatched huts made of 
mud, straw nnd poles. The men nre in- 
dolent, and make the women work, but 
they must flr»t hnvo wlmt they wish to 
eat, nnd then if them in anything toft, 
he women and rl.iM't'n out it. Tbuir 
principal living ia nr«, although they ent 
ilmost everything, such as tilth, snakoa, 
xigB, uud even think themselves happy if 
uny h»ve a piece of elephant skin to boil 
with their rice. She nlao spoke of their 
vilhngneas to receive tbe Gospel.

^imported from Canada into the Eas- 
tern, States, essentially undsr like 
conditions. The Toronto Mail, dis-. 
oassing the duty on breadstuff's with 
the Toronto Globe, thus expresses 
their effect: 


There is a duty, of 20 per cent 


upon flour imported into the United 
States. If our free trade friend is 
in doubt upon this point, let him try 
to send some flour to Buffalo free. 
If the arguments of the American 
custom office will not convince him 
that flour is protected, let him con- 
salt the speech of the late Horn 
George Brown in the Senate on the 
subject of reciprocity, in which it is 
pointed out that had the 20 per cent 
on flour been removed a great advan- 
tagemould have accrued to Canadian 
farmers. 


. No doubt seems to be felt in Can- 
ada that the Canadian farmer pays 
the duty on.breadstuff's to get them 
into the United States. If {they are 
right Frank Kurd's little b<U should 
be entitled "a bill to establish a pipe- 
line leading from the United States 
Treasury to the Canada line for the 
purpose of returning $7,000,000 per 
annum, which now flows into toe 
treasury from Canada, back into the 
pockets of Canadian farmers." Hurd 
should bo recognized as the eloquent 
member from Toronto.
